TVith the passage of tho substitute general appro- 


priation bill in the lower house of the legislature, the 
1923 session is entering- its final phases. Figures com- 


pilf>d from the state treasurer's records reveal that the 
legislative assembly has already cost the taxpayers of 
Nebraska $96,000, -with the assurance that before final 
adjournment it taken, the tola! expenditures will be well 
above $125.000. 


In only one respect can it be said that this legis- 


lature has justified tho hopes of thousands of Nebras- 
ka men and women, who were looking- to it for relief 
from some of their crushing tax burdens. 


By killing innumerable bills, which 
would 
only 


serve to clutter up the already over-stuffed statutes, the 
1323 legislature is entitled to a vote of thanks. This 
session has apparently been endeavoring to ac-cept the 
principle that fewer and better laws make for bettor 
government. 
It has shown a disposition to steer clear 


of all experiments in government. The house and sen- 
ate so far have steeled themselves against persistent 
attempts to introduce innovations in taxation and rejru- 
Jation.
